Claims 1, 9 and 13 recite a method for evaluating sales leads, wherein a user 
specifies a data format indicative of potential sales leads, the data format defining a 
plurality of attributes, an creates rules that will be executed against the attributes of the 
sales leads to assess the quality of the sales leads, wherein the quality of the sales 
leads is measured with a value that is added or subtracted based on the rule execution. 

Thus, prior art of record neither render obvious nor anticipated the combination of 
claimed elements in light of the specification; therefore claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, 10, 12, 13 
and 15 are allowed.
